The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in both groups is a steel with a specific composition of C (0.3-0.8%), Si 
(0.01-0.9%), and Mn (0.01-2.0%). This element cannot be a special technical feature 
under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element is shown in the prior art. US PGPub 
2002153070 discloses several steel alloys with compositions in the C,Si, and Mn ranges 
disclosed as the special technical feature purported to link groups I and II. US '070 
specifically discusses automobiles in the background art section and problems with 
manufacturing of parts. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
